Mr. Richardson, who thinks constantly in terms of buying rather than | 


selling, finds that ‘business men need to have it borne in on them that they 
cannot get and hold something for nothing,” and that “a return to hard 


work and a less extravagant living” are the only possible antidotes to “ex-| 


{sting unsound tendencies which are manifest on every hand.” 


Contrasted with this statement of hard work and less extravagant liv-, 


ing, which latter means less spending, is the view expressed by a writer in 
a well known Canadian financial paper. He says 
the solution of the present depression is hard work, economy and thrift. 
This has a nice sound but, unfortunately, the people who advance it do not 
clearly appreciate what the true effect of their recommendation would be. 
Hard work means producing and putting on sale a large quantity of com- 
modities as we did in 1928. Economy and thrift mean spending as little as we 


can of our annual income and saving the rest. Doubtless by strict economy | 
we could live on three billion dollars and save one billion of the four billion | 


production in 1928. But if a four billion dollar production is’ put on sale 
and we offer only three billions for it, prices must be lowered and the pro- 
ducers accept a loss of one billion dollars. Then as only three billions were 
received, the producers will be forced to reduce wages and the opportunities 
for employment it can offer in the future by one billion dollars, Thus 
economy and thrift create the conditions that precipitate a depreszion.” 
Now, in our humble opinion, there is something to be said for both these 
points of view. Hard work we consider essential in this world. Extravagance 
should be curbed, and by extravagance we mean expenditures on non-essen- 
tials, or even on essentials beyénd the ability of the buyer to pay for, and 
consequent running into debt. 
necessary, but it should not be carried to the extreme of denying one-self 
necessities, reasonable pleasures, and on what may be termed luxuries, Pro- 
tection against old age, possible sickness, and an ultimate loss of earning 
capacity; in a word, assurance of a future competence is all that is required. 
The trouble is, and prior to the close of 1929 it became widespread, that 
thousands of people do aim to get and hold something for nothing. It sim- 
ply cannot be done. We must pay for what we get. Speculation ran riot; 
hundreds of thousands of people bought on the instalment plan beyond their 
ability to pay. The inevitable crash followed, and the depression was upon 


us. 
There is a happy medium between the extremes of spending one hundred 


cents of every dollar earned, even going into debt beyond one’s ability to} 


pay, and miserly living in fear of the future and hoarding every possible 
dollar. That happy medium is to be found in (1) living within one's in- 
-come; (2) small but regular savings, and these not merely hoarded but wise- 
ly invested in order that they may be available to expand industry, create 
employment, in a word, perform their proper function in the world; (3) ex- 
pand one's expenditures in keeping with increase of income. In other words, 
every one’s dollars should be kept busy. 

To illustrate: Industry (and we include agriculture) produces. It pays 
for raw materials, wages, transportation, distribution, etc. The wage-earn- 
ers, in turn, buy the goods and foodstuffs thus produced. Thus the money 
paid out in wages returns to industry, to again be paid out in wages, to again 


return to industry. The more frequently a dollar is thus turned over, the | 


greater the production, the larger the total of wages paid, the greater the 
business turnover of the nation; hence the greater the prosperity, and the 
absence of a depression. 

This, we believe, is sound economics and good finance. It is, however, 
necessary to add that while the above observations apply to industry gener- | 
ally, including agriculture, there are seasonal conditions, such as the present | 
widespread crop failure, which cannot be overcome even by the hardest of 
hard work, the strictest economy and thrift. 
must be met by exceptional remedies. They are, however, exceptions which 
do not nullify the truth and strength of the general policy to which expres- 


sion has been given.

Proposed Immigration 


Of Doukhobors Will 
Be Strongly Opposed 


Winnipeg, Man.—While the four 
western provinces and the Dominion 
Department of Immigration unani- 
mously posted up ‘‘no-more-Doukho- 
bor” immigration signs, Peter Vere- 
gin, leader of the religious sect in 
Canada, reiterated his intention of 
bringing between 20,000 and 30,000 
Doukhobors from Europe to Canada 
in the near future and settling them 
on farm lands in western communi- 
ties. A 
Migration movement plans would; 
be carried forward, Veregin said, 
despite protests of the governments. ' 
The thousands of newcomers would be 
brought to Canada and, if the Do- 
minion turned them away, they would 


be taken to “some other” country. 
“Besides,” added the chief of all 
Doukhobors in Canada, “the com- 


munities of Doukhobors now in this 
country also will be moved to an- 
other country.” 

Veregin said the immigrants would 
be able to meet financial regulations 
set up by the Canadian Department 
of Immigration. The majority would 
come from Russia and Germany. He 
made no comment on the mention, by 
Ottawa officials, that under Soviet 
regulations the Doukhobors could not 
bring any amount if capital out of 
Russia, and so could not qualify for 
entry. 

“The Doukhobor immigrants whom 
J propose to bring to Canada will be 
rble to satisfy departmental regula- 
tions in respect to money possessions, 
land for settlement, etc.,” Veregin 
said, “I have already purchased and 
paid for with cash, land for them to 


go on. They will be set up in homes 
and supplied with implements, stock 
and so forth, and they will not be a 
charge on the people of Canada, 

“At the present time I have thou- 
sands of people clearing land for their 
reception in British Columbia, Alber- 
ta, and Saskatchewan, and in British 
Columbia I have $500,000 worth of 
lumber ready with 
homes for them.” 

Veregin said he would leave for 
Europe in a few days. ‘What I am 
doing, I feel I should do for my peo- 
ple,” he said, “but what the Canadian 
people decide to do rests with them- 
selves,” 


While officials of western govern- 


ments said they had no information 
regarding the Veregin scheme, they 
indicated protest would be made 
against the bringing of more Doukho- 
bors to their respective provinces,

Charlottetown, P.E.I. — Conserva- 
tive gains of 13 seats in the general 
election in Prince Edward Island, 
send Hon. J. D. Stewart back to the 
premiership of the province with a 
majority of eight, after his four years 
as opposition leader in the general 
The standing of the par- 


erals, 11, Returns from several 
polls are still missing, but they can- 
not possibly affect the result. 

The last district in which there ex- 
isted doubt as to the result of polling 
was the second of Prince County, in 
which Ramsay, Conservative, \and 
Dennis, Liberal, ran a close race for 
councillor. The Liberal majority in 
this seat is 19, according to complete 
returns, Sharp, Conservative, is 
elected as assemblyman in the second 
district of Prince, with a majority of 
38 over Lidston, Liberal. 

Brilliant summer weather prevail- 
ing throughout the day resulted in 
the recording of a larger vote than 
usual, Premier Lea retained his seat 
in the fourth district of Prince by the 
slim margin of 14 votes, and five of 
his colleagues in the government went 
down to defeat. 

They were: Hon. B. W. Lepage, 
Peter Sinclair, Russell Clark, Dr. 
J. F. MacNeill and Horace Wright, 
all members without portfolio, The

Prohibition was 
not an issue in the recent contest, 
Mr. Stewart having announced that 
if returned he would enforce the pres- 
ent prohibitory law.

The Pee Of Wales Greets 


Delegates To 
Of Universities 


The Prince of Wales’ greeting to 
the delegates to the Congress of Uni- 
versities of the Empire in the Guild- 
hall, London, England, recently was a 
Royal welcome in more than one 
sense and it was received with evi- 
dence of hearty approval. His Royal 
Highness began his address as presl- 
dent of the congress (which held its 
business meetings in Edinburgh, Scot- 
land, a few days later) by reading a 
message which he. had sent the King 
and His Majesty's reply thereto, the 
one loyalty and devotion and the 
other expressing pleasure and wel- 
coming the delegates, especially those 
from overseas. 

The Prince recalled the fact that 
the eight universities of a century 
ago had become 53 by the time the 
first congress met, and the delegates 
now assembled or assembling come 
from 70 different universities. Near- 
ly 90 of them have crossed the seas 
to attend the congress. 

The core of the Prince's subject 
was the need of educated men to- 
day, not only to fill high official 
posts everywhere in the British Em- 
pire, but to serve our commerce and 
industry — vital needs at home and 
abroad. In a special word of wel- 
come to the overseas visitors he 
spoke of the “other and better ties,” 
among them the universities, which, 
he liked to think, were displacing 
those more material links now fast 
disappearing, which had bound the 
empire together in the past. 

“With the growth of our popula-| 
tion, our commerce, and our national | 
wealth has grown the need for ad- 
vanced education, until nearly every 
great city possesses its university,” 
His Royal Highness said. “At the 
same time, the duties and responsi- 
bilities of universities have increased 
in equal measure. The need of men 
today is greater than ever. Year by 
year, as the scope of our activities in- 
creases, men are called for in every 
part of the empire, not only to fill 
the higher offices, the services, and 
the government and municipal admin- 
{strations, but to carry on the com- 
merce and industry which are vital 
to our existence. 

“I particularly welcome the pres- 
ence of so many delegates from over- 
seas, because the old concrete ties 
which joined our empire together in 
the past are fast disappearing, and I 
like to think that they are being re- 
placed by other and better ties, 
which, though less formal, less tangi- 
ble, in Burke's words, ‘though light 
as air are as strong as links of iron.’ 
Among those links surely there can 
be none stronger or sounder than the 
universities of the empire.

Valuable In Canada 


Proper Handling Is Necessary For 
This Important Forage Crop 

Alfalfa hay when properly put up 
is perhaps the most valuable hay in 
Canada. Yields as high as 4% tons 
per acre have been secured at the 
Dominion Experimental Station, | 
| Windermere, B.C. A good crop, 
however, can easily be spoiled by 
improper handling at harvest time. 
| Unlike some other hays, alfalfa does 
not give a farmer much leeway in 
|the time of cutting. This should ba 
|done when the plants are from about, 
ten to thirty per cent. in bloom. At 
this time many small] shoots will be 
found at the base of the plants. These 
shoots will make the second crop. If 
the time of cutting is delayed these 
small shoots will be cut off.

A 25 bushel crop of 
wheat removes from the soil about 
20 pounds of nitrogen, 12 pounds of 
phosphoric acid, and 7 pounds of pot- 
ash in a year. A 200 bushel crop of 
potatoes removes about 42 pounds of 
nitrogen, 18 pounds of phospheria 
acid, and 60 pounds of potash. Taking 
an average of these two crop types 
the average crop removes 36 pounds 
of nitrogen, 15 pounds phosphorio 
acid, and 33 pounds of potash in a 
season. Acoording to estimates of the 
total amount of plant food present in 
soils of good quality the available 
supplies of these three basic food sub- 
stances would, if not renewed by 
some means, be completely exhauted 
in 118 years for the nitrogen, 268 
years for the phospheric acid, and in 
227 years for the potash. Only by the 
return of plant foods can soil be 
maintained, 


Dry Mash For Poultry 


Although Higher In Cost It Increases 
Egg Production 

The superiority of the dry mash as 
a feed for poultry over either a wet 
mash or a combined dry and wet 
mash 1s clearly shown in a test con- 
ducted during the past four years at 
the Cape Rouge Experimental Station 
of the Federal Department of Agri- 
culture, 

These tests showed that while feed 
cost slightly more in the dry mash 
ration the increase in egg production 
from flocks of similar size was so sub- 
stantial that they resulted“in a net 
saving in the cost of producing a doz- 
en eggs of 16 cents. 

The laying flock fed the dry mash 
numbered 88 birds, producing a to- 
tal of 3,872 eggs, which sold for a 
total value of $235.32; while the cost 
of the dry mash fed was $71.04, mak- 
ing the average cost per dozen 22 
cents, 

With a flock of 81 birds fed a wet 
mash production totalled 2,420 eggs, 
having a selling value of $137.68, 
while the feed cost $67.92, making

casion upon which that apparatus had} 
been put to a practical test in a case, 
of emergency. The device, which ‘is 
a British invention, perfected after) 
many experiments by a noted deep, 
sea diving expert, R. H. Davis, was 
subjected to a series of severe tests, 
by the British Admiralty before it 
was finally adopted, but it is now part 
of the regular equipment of the crews 
of all British submarines. Nor is it 
confined to the British navy, the gen- 
eral British practice of placing any 
humanitarian life-saving device at the 
disposal of all nations having .been 
followed by the Admiralty in this in- 
stance. 

Curiously enough, however, no offi- 
cial description of the device has ever 
been issued, ahd it was only after its 
successful use by some of the crew of 
the “Poseidon” brought it to public 
notice that details were made avail-| 
able as to its precise construction. It 
consists, we learn, of a rubber bag, 
strapped across the chest, with a clip 
fitting over the nose. Through & 
mouthpiece the wearer breathes oxy- 
gen from the bag, and leading from 
this receptacle a small compartment 
filled with caustic soda, are two rub- 
ber tubes, one for inflating and the 
other for conducting the exhaled air 
back into the bag, where it is regen- 
erated and breathed again. 

The apparatus, weighing only a 
few pounds, can be fitted on in a few 
moments. It has special valves which 
maintain an equable pressure within 
the lungs and body of the wearer, ir- 
respective of the variations in pres- 
sure to which he is exposed when 
leaving a wreck at any considerable, 
depth. Besides enabling him to 
breathe comfortably at almost any 
depth, it has enough buoyancy to) 
keep him afloat for hours after he has! 
regained the surface. 

The increase in life-saving equip-| 
ment for those engaged in hazardous 
undertakings has been attended by a 
steady diminution in loss of life. The 
Davis apparatus, had it been avail- 
able, would probably have resulted 
in many lives that have been, 
lost through submarine disasters in 
peace-time having been saved, as well 
as in war time.-—Editorial in the Mon-| 
treal Star. 


Healthy Climate 


Variable Ciimate Of Canada Induces 

Greater Resistance To Diseases 

Canadians with their variable 
climate need not look longingly to 
California’s equable temperature, for 
they are far better off in Canada, in 
the opinion of Dr, Ellsworth Hunting-| 
don, climatologist of Yale University, | 
who read a paper before the biolog- 
ical conference. : 

Dr. Huntingdon has found frequent 
variation in temperatures not only 
induces greater resistance to disease 
and death, but also favours mental 
activity. He says the most healthy 
temperature average is 60 degrees, 
while for intellectual work persons 
fortunate encugh to live in an aver- 
age temperature of 38 degrees, enjoy 
greatest stimulation of mental activ- 
ity.

Record For Delayed Mail 


Postcard Mailed Nineteen Years Ago 
Has Reached Destination 


What is believed to be a record for 
delay in mail matter reaching its des- 
tination is credited to a postcard re- 
ceived recently by Mrs. M. Ryan, 
Chemin des Cources, Strathmore, 
Quebec. Mailed in Saint John, N.B., 
on May 30, 1912, it reached Mrs. 
Ryan on June 24 of this year, more 
than 19 years later. 

There is no small mystery attached 
to its perambulations in the long per- 
iod between mailing and delivery and 
room for endless speculation. It bears 
two postmarks, one dated May 30, 
1912, at Saint John, and one June 24, 
1931, at St. Henry. The latter mark, 
according to postal authorities in 
Montreal, indicates that it was re- 
mailed at St. Henry on that date, 
which in turn gives ground for the 


theory that it reached Strathmore) 


in due course shortly after May 30, 
1912, but came into possession of 


‘someone other than the one for whom 


it was intended. As to why it should 
be remailed after so long a time, one 
guess is as good as another, they 
state. Ordinary. mail is not always 
postmarked at the point of destina- 
tion, it was pointed out, and this 
makes it impossible to say when the 
card reached Strathmore the first 
time. 

The card was addressed to Mrs. 
Ryan's husband, who died four years 
ago, and was written by his nephew, 
then a boy of six, on a rainy day.

Hundred Books,’ compiled by the 
late Sir John Lubbock (afterwards 
Lord Avebury), was a recognized 
standard for all striving after “self- 
improvement.” The Sunday Review 


|recently asked its readers to revise | 


this list. The results are interesting. 
Dr. Smiles’ “Self-Help,” and Taylor's 
“Holy Living and Dying,’’ have no 
followers nowadays, it seems. On the 
other hand, Keble’s ‘Christian Year” 
and Lytton’s “Last Days of Pompeii” 
still have admirers. ‘‘Westward Ho” 
finds a good place in the revised list, 
and “East Lynne” is not entirely for- 
gotten. : 

Amongst the more modern authors, 
Hardy seems to be more favoured 
than Meredith. Shaw, Bennett, Gals- 
worthy, Chesterton and Barrie are 
well supported, but Wells is admitted 
rather for his merits in historical 
writing than in story telling. 

The winning list of “Best Hundred 
Books” begins with the Bible, follow- 
ed by “The Koran.” ‘Aesopp’s 
Fables"’ comes eleventh. “The Imi- 
tation” is 21st, “Arabian Nights” 
23rd, “Shakespeare” 26th, “Pilgrim's 
Progress” 35th. Dickens and Thack- 
eray occupy 60th and 61st place, re 
spectively, with ‘Pickwick Papers” 
and “Vanity Fair.” Ruskin comes 
80th with his ‘Seven Lamps,” and 
Newman 8lst with his “Apologia.” 
Final in the hundred is given to the 
“Adventures of Sherlock Holmes.” 


New York Second Hand Shops Are 
Always Busy 

Furniture, jewelry, books, clothing 
and office equipment—slightly, used 
or second hand—had total sales of 
$14,000,000 for the year in 936 stores 
in the five boroughs, according to an 
analysis issued by the Merchants’ As- 
sociation, The 515 stores in Manhat- 
tan do an annual business of almost 
$10,000,000. 

Furniture leads the field, with 256 
stores selling $2,936,000 worth of 
domestic essentials.

Trip To Pay Treaty Money Made Over 
Difficult Country 

Maintaining a fine record of perfect 
flying to schedule over most difficult 
country, the Indian treaty flight under 
the direction of the civil government 
air operations and commanded by 
Flight Lieutenant Dave Harding, has 
returned to Ottawa after spending 46 
days in the wilds of northern Ontario 
and along the southern coasts of Hud- 
son and James Bays.
